Before he launched into what 
was left of his prepared text, 
Eisenhower praised the men and 
women in uniform in the audi- 
ence as symbolic of the debt 
America owes to its citizens in 
military service. 

The general then turned his 
fire on the Truman administra- 
tion on specific points. 

He said there were many goals, 
ranging from insurance against 
unemployment to stability for an 
expanding agriculture, and de- 
scribed them as “moral obliga- 
tions,” not political issues. 

“To make them a commodity 
for political barter and exchange 
is a crime against our people,” 
he said. “Once and for all these 
goals should be taken out of poli- 
tics and out of the reach of those 
who would turn them into po- 
litical account.”

Plunged Into Water. 

Sholes and other survivors said 
the sudden wall of water forced 
the platoon to a shrinking sand- 
bar and that the men finally 
plunged fully clothed into the tor- 
rent seeking safety. Heavy rain 
from a typhoon caused the dis- 
astrous flash flood. ' 

Eyewitnesses said the lieuten- 
ant urged the men to “save your 
equipment and weapons as long 
as possible.” One man went into 
the torrent carrying two walkie 
talkies. Almost miraculously he 
was swept ashore, minus the 
equipment. 

Just before the men _ leaped 
from the sandbar, Sgt. Monte 
Daily, Sargent, Nebr.—a survivor 
—yelled for them to get rid of 
their weapons. For many the 
warning came too late. 


Rope Made of Ponchos. 


When the water began rising, 
Sholes said, “we made for the 
nearest sandbar, 20 yards away. 
We all reached it. Some one de- 
cided we would make a rope out 
of all our ponchos and the swim- 
mers would tow the ponchos and 
the men who couldn’t swim. It 
took four minutes to string the 
ponchos together. The water 
came up fast—like water in a 
teacup rises when you put it 
under a faucet. Quick like that! 
It came over the sandbar and 
over our boots and up our legs 
and to our knees and to our 
hips. That river was really run- 
ning. ‘ 

“We watched eight guys hav- 
ing a hell of a time out on a 
truck that the current had 
caught. The men on the truck 
were yelling. We were yelling, 
too, at people on the bank. They 
yelled back. There wasn’t any 
way for them to help us. 

“We were on the sandbar for 
five awful minutes. All I had 
was my rifle when I stepped off 
the. sandbar, holding onto the 


rope of ponchos. The idea was 


— it was awful the way he 
shouted it—cry ‘help me I can’t 
swim.’ It was like a voice from 
the grave—I knew he had no 
chance, 

“I didn’t think much of my 
own chances. I’m a pretty good 
swimmer but it was impossible 
to do anything but flail your arms 
and try to stay on top of the 
water. My boots weighed a ton. 

“I thought I’d never see an- 
other day. Once in a while I'd 
come out on top of the water 
and grab a lung full of air and 
then I’d get sucked back under. 

Pulled Out by Soldier. 

“About 300 yards downstream 
from the sandbar, the flood 
washed me up against the bank. 
I tried to get out of the water, 
then I fell back in and the cur- 
rent caught me again. I held onto 
a rock. Then I saw a soldier's 
leg approaching. Then I saw a 
hand reaching for me. He pulled 
me out. I laid there for a minute 
and then noticed the water was 
getting higher. We had to get 
going and climb the bank. He 
helped me. 

“We climbed into an old mine- 
field, still full of mines. By that 
time, I was too tired and sick 
to care. We got through the mine- 
field without stepping on any- 
thing.”

States. Whether it is Président Eisenhower or 
President Stevenson, he will not take office un- 
til some two weeks after the Eighty-third Con- 
gress convenes. It seems unlikely therefore that 
he will be able to deliver a message on the 
State of the Union, the budget message, or the 
economic report, the presidential actions which 
usually provide the momentum to get Congress 
started. 

If any of these acts are performed by the out- 
going President, they will be tentative and con- 
ditional on what the incoming President eventu- 
ally does. There will be a period of waiting for 
the new Administration to take hold, during 
which Congress will be marking time. 

In days like these, particularly, such a dead 
spot in the functioning of the executive and 
legislative branches of the Government is to be 
avoided if it is at all possible. The question is 
whether the new President, whoever he is, will 
want to sit in as President-elect before inaugura- 
tion any more than Franklin Roosevelt did when 


“Herbert Hoover suggested it in 1932. 


A co-President-elect, or visiting President-to- 
be, would share the blame for any mistake of 
the outgoing Administration during his associa- 
tion with it, but would lack the authority—per- 
haps even the knowledge—to have prevented the 
mistake. He would be depending on the other 
man’s staff for the groundwork of his own ef- 
forts. which might seriously hobble his coming 
Administration. At the very least, he would be 
associating himself with the waning Administra- 
tion in a precedent-making way—and that asso- 
cation would include its debits and animosities. 

What the new President was willing to do 
about such a suggestion as Secretary Lovett’s 
would seem likely to determine what any mem- 
ber of his prospective cabinet would do. If the 
idea was good for a cabinet member, what logi- 
cal reason could the President-elect give for not 
adopting it himself? 

If use can be made of Mr. Lovett’s suggestion, 
well and good. But a more practical course, we 
should think, and one likely to be more general- 
ly acceptable to incoming Presidents, would be 
to complete the lame-duck reform which the 
late Senator George Norris of Nebraska started. 

Changing the inaugural date from March 4 to 
Jan. 20, as was done ir the Twentieth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, went in the direction 
of closing the gap between administrations, but, 
as now becomes apparent. did not close it. 

Would it not be a constructive additional re- 
form to have new Presidents take office in ad- 
vance of new Congresses, and sufficiently in ad- 
vance to be ready to supply the executive leader- 
ship to Congress which our system of govern- 
ment requires? 
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Gen. MacArthur on the Ballot 


Gen. MacArthur’s name has been appropri- 
ated by St. Louis leaders of Gerald L. K. Smith’s 
race-hating Christian Nationalist crowd and 
listed as the party’s candidate for President. 
The General’s name also has been filed to head 
the Christian Nationalist ticket in Texas, and 
there are reports similar action will be taken 
in 26 other states. Even for that crowd, this is 
stooping to a new low. 

Under Missouri law, consent of the candidate 
is not required. Thus the General could do noth- 
ing to prevent this unsavory political trick. But 
he can and should make it absolutely clear to 
the voters in Missouri and elsewhere that he 
wants no part of Gerald L. K. Smith and the 
philosophy of hate that the party espouses. 

The Christian Nationalists attempted to 
Jaunch a “Draft MacArthur” movement at the 
Republican convention, openly distributing scur- 
rilous literature aimed at Gen. Eisenhower. Gen. 
MacArthur may not have known of the Chicago 
shenanigans, but the group’s current efforts to 
use his name cannot escape his notice. He ought 
to dissociate himself from that bunch, completely 
and immediately. 
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Good Spot for Legal Mortar 

A very constructive step in cleaning up the 
abuse of public office is proposed by the Chelf 
committee. This House group, looking into the 
Justice Department and specifically into a fraud 
case which the Department allowed to die, pro- 
poses to tighten up a law known as the Con- 
flict-of-Interest Act, Former federal employes 
and former members of Congress are prohib- 
ited by the act from prosecuting claims against 
the Government or sharing in such a prosecu- 
tion for two years after leaving office. 

Many lawyers believe the law contains a loop- 


hole which permits a former federal employe. 


or member of Congress to defend individuals 
or corporations against which claims have been 
brought by the Government. Whether the Gov- 
ernment is defendant or prosecutor, it might 
labor under the same disadvantage if the pri- 
vate litigant’s lawyer were a very recent federal 
employe or lawmaker. 

The point is that a person fresh from Govern- 
ment councils would enjoy special inside knowl- 
edge and. possess special inside friendships 
which ~ould give him a special inside advantage. 
If this were not so, there would not have been 
so much of a rush to obtain the services of 
newly-resigned insiders in recent years. 

The case of Joseph D. Nunan Jr., earlier this 
year, illustrated how the loophole could be used 
to frustrate the purpose of the Conflict-of- 
Interest law. Mr. Nunan had served as Internal 
Revenue Commissioner. Less than two years 
after he had returned to private law practice, 
he was given permission by. the Treasury De- 
partment to represent several clients against 
whom *claims by the Government had been 
pending while he was still Commissioner. The 
conflict of interest was plain, but the loophole 
permitted Nunan to get the permission. 

Subsequent investigation disclosed that Nunan 
had received $24,000 for “expediting” a tax de- 
cision for one client by making three or four 
telephone calls to the Internal Revenue Bureau 
shortly after he left it. He was involved in 
other questionable deals as well: Nunan testi- 
fied he thought he had committed crimes for 
which he could be indicted, but he refused to 
give testimony on the grounds that he could 
not be compelled to incriminate himself. 

As we said at the time, this approach to the 
ethical standards embodied in a law seems to

But if 
they fail to act, ceilings will be eliminated auto- 
matically on the last day of next month. 

One argument in favor of doing nothing has 
been made by the St. Loiiis Real Estate Board 


and repeated at the Clayton hearing. This argu- 


ment is based on a so-called “survey” made of 
the dwellings offered tor rent and those wanted 
to rent as advertised in the Post- wpepeteh sipce 
1947. 

This compilation was prepared by the Post- 
Dispatch at the request of the Real Estate Board. 
It could have been ‘made by anybody who wanted. 
to count the ads. It shows that the number of 
“for rent” ads has jumped from 41 on. Jan. 5, 
1947, to 343 on July 6, 1952. It also shows that 
the number of “‘wanted to rent” ads has fallen 
from 211 to 134. 

But that is all it shows, There is no break- 
down to show which, if any, ads refer to Clayton 
housing. Certainly it would be rash to conclude 
from want ads alone that there are now twice as 
many apartments available as there are. tenants 
seeking them. And it must be remembered that 
since newly constructed homes are not under 
rent ceilings; many “for rent” ads may-refer to 
high-rental homes beyond the means of those 
who advertise “wanted to rent." 


Clayton Aldermen will have to consider many 


other factors than the number of Post-Dispatch 
want ads if they. are to make an intelligent judg- 
ment on whether or not a substantial housing 
shortage exists in Clayton. ° 


Some participants in the Clayton hearing may . 


be under the impression that the compilation 
represents this newspaper’s position on rent con- 
trols. It does not, The Post-Dispatch has sup- 
ported the extension of rent ceilings in St. Louis 
and, on the evidence available, believes that they 
should also be extended in Clayton. 
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A Notable Retirement 

Departures, as everybody with railroad station 
experience knows, are quite as important as ar- 
rivals. We celebrate today a departure—to-wit, 
that of James S. Adduci, a member of the IIli- 
nois Legislature since 1934, who has withdrawn 
as a Republican candidate for re-election in Chi- 
cago. Nothing becomes the Cook county Repub- 
lican party so much as Mr. Adduci’s leaving its 


. list of legislative candidates. 


It is barely possible that the good news may 
have some connection with the fact that Mr. 
Adduci is under indictment on a charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud Cook county. A grand jury 


brought this and other charges against him after | 


it developed that a “James Addison” had been 
drawing pay as a county clerk though no such 
person could be found to exist. Adduti, it ap- 
peared, had been indorsing “Addison's” checks 
before they -were cashed. 

“Whatever Mr. Adduci’s reasons for retiring 
from public service at Springfieldj the State of 
Illinois is the beneficiary. For he was a ring- 
leader .of Chicago's “West Side bloc,” some of 
whose members had known connections with 
gangster elements, and which used its power in 
the Legislature to weaken law enforcement 
whenever the opportunity arose. If Mr. Adduci’s 
retirement means less influence for the West 
Side bloc at Springfield, the cause of good gov- 
ernment in Illinois has been me ery ad- 
vanced. 
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lor Co-ordination, but Not Quite 

Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Knox Hutch- 
inson’s plea for better management methods in 
the Missouri Valley suggests that what is wanted 
is an agency to co-ordinate the activities of the 
numerous federal agencies now carrying on the 
multi-million-dollar project. 

It is a question of what Mr. Hutchinson 
means by “co-ordination.” Co-ordination, to be 
co-ordination, would have to start at the first 
stage of planning; otherwise it would not be co- 
ordination, but merely the gathering together 
of disparate elements. To be effective co-ordina- 
tion, it would have to be backed up by compe- 
tent technical knowledge, available to the co- 
ordinators through their own staff. 

Lacking staff, the co-ordinators would have to 
depend on the views of the technicians in the 
employ of the agencies they were supposed to 
co-ordinate. And if the co-ordinators had a staff 
adequate to do the planning, why. should the 
co-ordinated agencies have duplicate, triplicate 
and quadruplicate staffs? 

Co-ordination, if it is to exist in fact as well 
as in name, requires an over-all agency, equipped 
with the technical staff necessary to the making 
of sound technical decisions, and empowered to 
start making decisions at the point where they 
start becoming irreversible—the beginning. Who- 
ever controls the actual administration of the 
program from day to day will run the show; 
and if that is the separate agencies, the co-or- 
dinating agency will be more decorative than 
useful. 

Since Mr. Hutchinson has ventured:as far as 
he has done, it should not be too long a step 
to venture all the way to unified management, 
which is what has been called for all along. 
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A Mine by Any Other Name 

Mines could be named nicer. we gather from 
a roundup of the names of mines in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota. Why do they have. to 
commemorate such occasions as the one in which 
an irate father, clad only in a night-shirt, chased 
his daughter’s noisy suitor up a canyon? Shirt- 
tail Guich was thus named. Why not a Boiled 
Shirt Gulch, commemorating the occasion on 
which a father put on his boiled shirt and gave 
his daughter’s hand in marriage to a suitor in 
all ways acceptable? 

And: why only a Two-bit Gulch, named in 
honor of the small amount of gold which pros- 
pectors panned from it? Why not a Million-dol- 
lar Gulch, or, more modern still, a Billion-dollar 
Gulch?

Since World War II, numerous Ameri- 
can cities have set up commissions to pro- 
tect people against discrimination on the 
grounds of race, color, religion or national 
origin. Such commissions in Detroit, Chi- 
cago and Cleveland show that savvy and 
good will sometimes get results. 

Fostering smart police work is the start. 
Chicago’s Commission on Human Relations 
early got ample co-operation from Chica- 
go's separate Park Police. That was crucial 
because Chicago’s parks and beaches, in- 
fested by race and nationality gangs main- 
taining private deadlines, had long been a 
festering breeding place for trouble. 

By now, the Park Police human-relations 
manual, prepared by Prof. Joseph D. Loh- 
man, University of Chicago criminologist, 
is in heavy demand by other police de- 
partments throughout the country. 


The sense of the manual is: 

Never mind your personal feelings about 
Negroes, Jews, Italians or whatever. Keep 
your own dumb opinions if you like. But 
don’t let them spoil your professional effi- 
ciency. A cop's job is to enforce the law 
according to the book on everybody. but 
everybody. who steps out of line. If he 
can’t manage that, he is a poor cop. 

Chicago has seen much less of Park 
Police playing favorites in making arrests. 


Chicago's Commission in Action 


In the Chicago commission's “monitor 
system,” unpaid, unidentified volunteers— 
storekeepers, social workers, teachers, city 
employes, housewives — ‘keep unobtrusive 
tabs on their neighborhoods and phone in 
anything that looks potentially vicious. 


If it sounds hot, the commission not 
only alerts police but sends a staff of its 
own to case the situation, mingle with the 
crowd, be on the spot as expert middlemen 
while police investigate. They have been 
known to beat the cops to the scene. 

Commission legmen occasionally turn up 
evidence of Communist maneuvers—agita- 
tion to make sure that small troubles get 
worse, white comrades steaming up whites, 
Negro comrades working on Negroes. 

Detroit's police program on a somewhat 
smaller scale is zealously backed by the 
Mayor’s Interracial Committee. Police 
figures seem to show ‘that racial-friction 
incidents are 80 per cent less frequent 
since the committee went to work in 1943. 
That was the year the volcano blew—in 
housing riots. 

Housing, in Detroit and elsewhere, is the 
current human-relations hot potato. 

Plenty of unwritten law still operates 
against Negroes. But not infrequently, by 
subterfuge or secret dealing, and some- 
times financed by a Negro bank or insur- 
ance company, the Negro will buy a house 
where his skin color means trouble. White 
reaction seldom waits for the facts. 

Such a Negro may make as much as 
anybody on the block and, partly through 
personal decency, partly through wanting 
to help Negroes get a good name, may 
keep his premises neater, train his kids 
better and make -less noise than many 
local. whites. But the panic is on anyway. 
The whites assume angrily that this is the 
start of a slum. 


Unethical Real-Estate Dealers 


No matter what the neighborhood, vul- 
turish real-estate dealers, some, white, 
some Negroes working for whites or on 
their own, get fine pickings. They flood 
alarmed blocks with postcards advising 
selling while there’s still time, send out 
house-to-house propagandists, telephone 
cleverly -spaced successive offers to create 
a picture of values already dropping. Each 
such gesture handicaps the possibility of 
decent relations between white and Negro 
neighbors, 

In Detroit, the Interracial Committee's 
intelligence work and willing police co- 
operation have at least now fixed it so that 
a Negro with enough cash can usually 
build. himself a house without e¢rippling 
sabotage. Before proper police protection 


was available, such a project. often meant 


a mysterious fire or a bulidozer arriving 
late at night to do-a job on foundations 
and building materials. 


I know of no commission’s getting any- 
where with the real-estate sharpshooters 
who fan these flames. Real estate associa- 
tions tut-tut readily, but say that few of 
the vultures are members, so they are not 
susceptible to self-policing. 

Both the Detroit and Chicago commis- 
sions foster another kind of neighborhood 
association as an antidote—a leaguing to- 
gether of both established whites and 
house-prideful Negroes making “sure that 
high ‘standards _prevent their “mixed” 
neighborhoods from getting run down. 


Stubborn Problem of Segregation 


In spite of having the largest proportion 
of Negroes of any Northern city—some 20 
per cent—Philadelphia has never quite had 
Detroit- or Chicago-style troubles, perhaps 
because, though growing fast, her Negro 
population has not skyrocketed quite so 
sensationally as that of those cities. Nor 
are her facial and national groups quite so 
explosively concentrated as the Negroes 
in Chicago’s Black Belt or the Poles around 
Detroit's Hamtramck. Perhaps also milder 
local traditions, suchas that of the Quak- 
ers, keepe frictions somewhat in check. 


Philadelphia is making a bold _ start, 
prayerfully backed by its commission, on 
stopping segregation in public housing. So 
far, formal protest has come only from a 
small, hot-mouthed veterans’ group. In 
preventive preparation for arrival of Negro 
tenants a special police squad, every man 


‘trained Chicago-style, has kept the affected 


areas under. plain-clothes surveillance for 
weeks—exactly the right step. A smart 
commission tries gradually to - persuade 
management that it can make profits and 
yet operate in line with the law.’ 


Most serious is the denial to both white 
and Negro children of opportunity to find, 
by willingly learning and playing together, 
that some of their preconceived ideas 
about each other may not add up. - So far 
as I know, no commission has yet made 
a real dent in this problem. All keep 
trying. Chicago may have got a little far- 
ther than the average. But school systems 
include a lot of personnel and are often 
decentralized and set in their ways. 


Some of the Commissions Worries 


The press, too, may need handling by 
commissions. “White Gentile Protestant” 
wording in help-wanted ads can be, and 
often is, ruled out by law. But consistent 
labeling of arrested criminals as “Negro” 
is a matter of editorial discretion. 


For years, Cleveland papers have fol- 
lowed a model antidisecrimination news pol- 
icy, sparked by the Cleveland Press long 
before the commission's day. And the late 
Tom Wright was proud of Chicago’s record 
in learning not to play up stories likely 
to spawn trouble. 


The principle here is: Cover the story, 
sure, but treat it so the newspaper reader 
or. radio or TV listener isn't moved to 
mix’ in, 

Commissions also worry about Jim Crow 
in. hespitals.. . . in jails in unions 

_, about national: -group athletic clubs . 
parochial-public-school feuds . . Southern 
hillbilly immigrants, whom a recent survey 
showed as being bigger targets of routes 
bad feeling than the Negroes . .. pett 
hate merchants scattering anti-Semitic Seal 
lets .. . Negro newspapers just as stubborn 
about the “white” label as the big dailies 


_ are about “Negro.”

Between Book Ends 


The Admiral and Lady Hamilton 


TH Pi ite 
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Miss Frye, who has had access te the 
curiously formal, yet tender love letters 
of Admiral Horatio Nelson and Lady 
Emma Hamilton, presents an engrossing 
account of this devoted pair. 

The slight, scarred, morose figure of 
Nelson, and his celebrated attachment for 
the woman called “the English Madonna.” 
have singular attraction for historians and 
biographers. 

The tragedy of Nelson fs almost classi- 
cal. Its recurring leitmotif is. sharp con- 
trast between the highest nobility of deed, 
and deep personal unhappiness. 

Nelson wrought monumentally: he con- 
quered great navies and led to the subjuga- 
tion of nations. Wellington acknowledged 
his debt to the admiral’s accomplishments. 
Had not Nelson destroyed the French 
fleet as an effective force. the Iron Duke’s 
Spanish invasion and land victories would 
have been impossible. 


Less well known, but equally important, 
was Nelson's blunt diplomacy, as he 
whipped and threat- 
ened England's tim- 
id allies into line, 
and cast his fear- 
some shadow over 
Europe, looming as 
Jarge as Bonaparte, 
to wrest away some 
of Napoleon’s sup- 
port, 

Yet Great Britain 
refused for years to 
recognize his vic- 
tories and place him 
in full command of 
its fleets, and denied 
him always a private 
life, scorning his 
lady in favor of his drab wife. Even after 
his country: came to place full faith in 
Nelson's phenomenal ability to check and 
harrass Napoleon, the master naval strate- 
gist and his strong-willed mistress played 
their troubled romance on a world stage, 
before a largely unsympathetic audience. 
The author does full justice to this sorrow- 
ful theme. 

Nelson, wounded and sick after the vie- 
tories of the Nile Delta, was nursed back 
to health by Emma Hamilten, slum-born 
wife of the English ambassador to Naples. 
Patient fell in love with nurse, and in-the 
seven tempestuous years .which followed, 
the concluding years of Nelson's life and 
the period covered by this novel, Emma 
was the personal world of this brilliant, 
tormented man. 

Miss Frye’s passages, as Emma, aging, 
tired, suffering from dropsy, sees Nelson 
off to the final, Pyrrhic victory at Trafal- 
gar, are little short of masterful. At the 
farewell dinner, Nelson tried in vain to 
cheer her, but “for the life of her she 
could not play the Raman matron. She sat 
at the head of the table dazed; crying si- 
lently into her soup and into each un- 
touched plate of food as the courses were 
served, unaware if her guests starved ... 
she stared stupidly, unhearing, sipping at 
the wine the doctor said was killing her.” 

This is not a profound book. full of great 
issues, but Miss Frye has an acute sense 
of the personal element in great historical 
events which has enabled her to write 
perhaps the best treatment yet of Horatio 
Nelson. JAMES D :

Add vanilla and wheat 
germ; mix thoroughly. Gradually 
fold in sifted dry ingredients.

Velde 
(Rep.), Illinois, immediately 
charged that the strike was;actu- 
ally a protest against investiga- 
tion of the union by the ie 
‘Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee. 

Shortly before the strike, Ed- 
‘ward Schoen, legislative director 
for the union’s West Pullman 
(HL), Local 107, wired several 
| Congressmen demanding that 
hearings of the committee deal- 
ing with the Farm Equipment di- 
vision not be held. 

Schoen’s telegram termed the 
committee “an instrument of anti- 
labor employes.” 

The company accused the union 
of “irresponsible leadership” and 
said union leaders do not want 
a settlement, 
| Plants involved in the dispute 
are four in the Chicago area, and 
one each in East Moline, Rotk 
Island and Rock Island Falls, Til, 
Richmond, Ind. and Louisville 
Ky. 

Picket lines were placed around 
| the Chicago plants, but there was 
no violence. _The company had 
| announced its plants will remain 
open to “those who want to work.” 
| The CIO United Auto Workers 
Union represents certain workers 
in some of the struck plants. 

The independent. union’s de- 
besa included a flat 15. cents 
hourly pay hike, compulsory un-

AFTER THE 20-YEAR PLAN we have a five- 
year plan. This becomes considerably more de- 
tailed, although it applies more to the land and 
livestock than to buildings, machinery and the 
amenities of living. In this plan we take our maps 
of the farm which: show the field layouts, types 
of soil and actual condition of the land. Then, 
field by field, we set down the work to be done, 
crops to be raised and treatment necessary to, 
achieve our maximum yields. This gives us our 
schedule for terracing, pond building, changing 
field boundaries, fepcing out the woods and waste 
places for wildlife, liming, fertilizing and seeding 
of crops and pastures. It indicates the yields we 
may expect, weather permitting, in the way of 
hay and feed; and on this we can base our plans 
for the size of the cattle herd and other kinds of 
livestock. With this five-year plan, however, the 
need for flexibility begins. For you can work as 
hard as you like_and take what precautions against 
weather you will, and there are still. things you 
won’t accomplish according to schedule. This makes 
necessary an annual overhauling of the plan; but 
with the 20-year and five-year objectives before 
you, this isn’t too difficult. There will also be 
changes based on experience; margins of safety 
in numbers, of livestock carried, increases or de- 
creases in certain crops according tothe way they 


prove out.

A BABY is a helpless little creature, dependent upon the

'... If his mother is fearful, that fear is conveyed to the 
“baby; he becomes nervous and that affects his nourishment 
and his growth. If the hands that touch him are fumbling 
and uncertain, that is conveyed to the baby and he will cry 
out in fear. Fear is about the worst force that can strike an 
infant's mind.

A NURSE OR MOTHER must, with every ounce of 
spiritual power possessed, be calm, sure, brave, and gentle 
in handling a baby. 

That is a stiff order, for mothers and nurses are human 
beings and feel all the emotions that thrill through a human 
mind and body but, knowing their responsibility in the matter, 
they should make every effort to rise above their feelings 
when in the infant's presence. 

The next important, attitude is one that allows’ a baby 
to help himself as soon as he can do so. That is usually 
sooner than most mothers think. He is born, if he is in sound 
health, with the power he needs inherent in him. When it 
is time for him to turn over he will struggle to do so. He 
should have little help in doing so. Let him struggle to help 
himself turn from his -baek over on his face, and the other 
way about. The more self-help he is allowed, the sooner he 
will gather power to turn as he pleases. Don't be too 
quick to help.

IT IS DIFFICULT for any grown person to stand by 
and watch a little one struggle to help himself and not give 
aid; but the sooner the baby learns how to use his power 
the sooner he will become courageous, independent and a 
person in his own right, which is what he must be in the end. 

Little children who are not allowed to help themselves, 
who are picked up with words of pity every time they fall 
in an effort.to learn to walk, are not likely to be «brave 
children.’ More likely they will become crying, whining 
helpless young ones, clinging to their mothers.

Inthe usual home no- baby is likely to be neglected, 
so this warning won't go amiss. As long as there are grand- 
parents, aunts and uncles about, the baby will have to struggle 
for a chance to help himself, Try to give him at least a 
clyarice once a day.

Recipes for Baking Good Pies 


By Hoyt Alden 


IE, as we pointed out in a 
Previous essay, is a typically 

American dessert. Search the 
cook books of other countries and 
you'll find no mention of pie. 
Not even the equivalent thereof. 
You'll find things like bananas 
in rum (Haiti), blueberry grunt 
(Canada), chestnuts with whipped 
cream (Italy) and Gries pudding 
(Switzerlands. But no pie. The 
only exception I have ever en- 
countered is a sour cream and 
apple pie recipe from New Zea- 
land, but it so closely approxi- 
mates’ our own apple pie there 
seems little doubt it is nothing 
but a variation thereof, 


Delicious; though, so I'll pass 


along the recipe: 

Line a deep pie pan with crust. 
Peel and cut up one anda half 
to two pounds of tart apples. 
Arrange the. slices of apple so 
they overlap each other in rows, 
filling the pie plate. 

Now mix together three-fourths 
of a cup of sugar, a third of a 
cup ‘of flour and a fourth tea- 
spoon of cinnamon. Sift it over 
the apples. Now pour a half a 
cup of sour cream over the works, 
and bake it in a 400 degree oven 
for 10 minutes. Then reduce the 
heat to 350 to finish. Take it 
out when the apples are tender 
and the crust is brown.

Some people are depressed by 
what they think of as failure. 
Women especially are confound- 
ed by their inability to do all that 


is expected of them; and they are | 
pathetically prone to feel that | 


they have failed as wives or ca- 
reer women or housekeepers or 
participants in the community, or 
especially — most especially — as 
mothers. 

But there is no day, no year, 
no moment in our lives whén we 
cannot turn our back on failirre 
and start afresh. And, in any 
ease, we are often mistaken, 
Often what we think of as failure 
is not failure at all but an in- 
ability to live up te standards we 
have set too high. 

Investigate your sense of fail- 
ure. Are you really doing badly, 
or are you judging yourself by 
your inability to show somebody, 
to prove something, by your fail- 
ure to live up to somebody else’s 
ideas of 'what constitutes the good 
life?

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On Hot Kitchens. 


ITCHENS, as a general rule, 

get pretty uncomfortable dur- 

ing the' hot weather and this’ 
helps explain. why husbands re- 
turning from a day’s work in an 
air-conditioned factory or office 
don’t get as much sympathy as 
they deserve. Anyway, no matter 
how hot your kitchen may get, 
there are things you ean do to 
make it more comfortable. 


One of the best cures for a hot 
kitchen is an exhaust fan but if 
that can’t be installed, try using 
a portable electric fan in conjunc- 
tion with an open window. The 
fan will push all that hot moist 
air outside and you'll feel a good 
deal better for it. Also the draft 
created by the moving air will 
make you feel cooler. 

It’s pretty much an established 
fact that an oven gives off much 
more heat than the top of the 
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stove burners so. avoid using. the 
oven when the temperature is 
high. 

Boiling water on the stove in- 
creases the humidity of the air 
in the kitchen and this makes you 
feel pretty uncomfortahle so do 
as little boiling as you can.

Lee Sawyer in Trip Up Mississippi 
in Outboard Motorboat, So He Had 
to Give Up 30 Miles From St. Louis

EE SAWYER, the St. Louis motor-boating enthusiast who col- 
lapsed at the wheel when within 30 mlies of setting what he 
hoped would be a record run from New Orleans to St. Louis 


in an outboard motorboat, is a 40-year-old electrical contractor who 
was out to accomplish, he says, two things. 


First, he wanted to beat the 
record set by the Robert E. Lee, 
which, in a race with the steam- 
boat Natchez in 1870, made the 
trip in 90 hours and 14 minutes. 
That recérd still stands, so far 
as steamboats are concerned. Sec- 
ondly, Sawyer wanted to be the 
first to do it alone under prevail- 
ing rules, and with an outboard 
motorboat. ’ 

The only man ever to do it 
alone was Claude M. Mickler of 
New Orleans, who made it in 78 
hours and 51 minutes, which is 
11 hours and <8 minutes faster 
than the Robert E. Lee. That was 
back in August 1930. But it was 
discovered, after all the shouting 
had died, that Mickler had car- 
ried an extra motor along, just 
in case, and that furthermore he 
had changed motors in Memphis. 
This was considered hardly 
cricket, and Mickler was denied 
the Koenig cup by its donor, 
Edwin C. Koenig, commodore of 
the St. Louis Yacht Club and 
widely known river enthusiast, 

The first man to win the 
Koenig cup was Dr. Louis LeRoy 
of Memphis, Tenn., a general 
practitioner who wore a Van 
Dyke beard and loved fast boats. 
He owned a 26-foot inboard 
motor boat called the Bogie, He 
and a crew of three pulled into 
St. Louis at 6:35 a.m., July 25, 
1929, after having made the trip 
in 87 hours and 31 minutes.

ROUND 1929 and '30 and ‘31 
A efforts to beat the Robert E. 

Lee’s time became something 
of a craze. Boats took off from 
New Orleans singly and in groups, 
It wasn’t until September 1931, 
however, that the trophy changed 
hands. Charles F. Schokmiller, 
with George Blaith Jr. as his 
crew, pulled in at the fodt of 
Olive street on the afternoon of 
Sept. 29 after having made the 
trip in 79 hours and 46 minutes. 
The two St. Louisans were met 
by Commodore Koenig who hand- 
ed them the trophy and a cash 
prize of $400 presented by the 
yacht club. 

Schokmiller, who is now plant 
manager at Grove laboratories, 
still has the trophy. 

Sawyer had spent nearly two 
years getting ready for his try at 
the record, which was why he 
felt so bitter about the outcome. 
That and the fact that, what with 
getting lost and all, he figures 
he covered at least 1230 miles, 
which is 76 miles more than the 
course. Sawyer is convinced that 
he can make the trip in 60 hours, 
if everything goes right. 

In this case, hardly anything 
went right. He failed to make 
his contacts with Jim Pollard, his 
re-fueling assistant, he had en- 
gine trouble, he got lost twice 
and just about everything went 
wrong that could go wrong up 
to and including his digestive 
system. But Sawyer refused to 


be overcome by these odds and 
kept battling his way against the 
river until he reached a point 
just 30 miles short of St. Louis 
where his strength gave out. He 
had been three nights without 
sleep. 

Sawyer is a blond giant of a 
man standing over six feet tall 
and well proportioned. He lives 
in an apartment at 4554 Red Bud 
avenue with his wife and two 
children, a boy and a girl. When 


he left school, where he studied 


electrical engineering, ‘he went to 
work for the Union Electric com- 
pany and stayed 17 years. Some 
six years ago he went in business 
for himself as an electrical con- 


tractor. 

He has been in ed in boats 
for years. The idea of making the 
race came to him and a friend, 


John H, 


plan was to make the trip to- 


gether and try to beat Schok- 
miller’s time. They started look- 
ing around for a boat that would 
carry two and still make good 
speed. Sawyer traded in his 10 
horsepower motor for a 25 horse- 
power. They tried about 15 dif- 
ferent boats, but none of them 
seemed to fit. 


While they were boat hunting 
Dowdall became ill and his health 
was such he decided not to make 
the trip. Sawyer decided he 
would go it alone, thus being the 
first man to do it solo with an 
outboard motor. By an odd coin- 
cidence one day he tried out 
Dowdall’s boat, the Huckleberry 
Finn, and it was just what ' 
was looking for. 


Several .friends wanted to be 
his assistant, but he settled on 
Jim Pollard, who works for the 
Glasgow Electrical Co. Jim want- 
ed to make the trip. They left 
St. Louis on July 2 just after mid- 
night in Sawyer’s station wagon 
with a trailer on behind with the 
boat tied to it. Under the boat 
in the trailer were five five- 
gallon containers of marine oil 
for the motor and 14 five-gallon 
— ‘to use for measuring gaso- 

ne. 

Sawyer planned on making the 
trip in 60 hours. His fuel con- 
sumption they based not on miles 
per hour but hours to the gallon 
and they estimated it would take 
three and three-quarters gallons 
an hour, with an average running 
speed of 30 to’35 miles an hour. 


‘Their refueling schedule had been 


worked out as follows: 

First leg, Vicksburg, 365. miles, 
1344 hours’ running time, stop 
for 40 minutes. Next stop, Helena, 
Ark., 260 miles, 12 hours, stop 30 
minutes. Next stop, Memphis, 93 
miles, three and three-quarter 
hours, stop 30 minutes. Next, 
Caruthersville, 115 miles, four 
hours, stop only if necessary to 
get gas. Next, Cape Girardeau, 
170 miles, eight and a half hours.

Then into St. Louis which would 
take between four and a half and 
five hours. Hardly anything went 
according to plan. 

They even had trouble launch- 
ing the boat. New Orleans doesn’t 
make much provision, any more, 
for people wanting to break the 
record of the Robert E. Lee. They 
wouldn't. let him launch the boat 
at the foot of Canal street be- 
cause of the large amount of gaso- 
line he carried. He finally got 
launched from a small dock up 
the river and passed New Orleans 
for an official start at exactly 6 


p.m., July 3. At 8 p.m. he was . 


50 miles from Canal street. At 
9 p.m., he — Pyga te sand bar. 


AWYER passed under _ the 

bridge at Natchez at 9:40 on 

the morning of the Fourth of 
July. According to his schedule 
he was supposed to have passed 
under the bridge at Vicksburg, 
not Natchez, at 9:30. About this 
— he decided to eat a second 

sandwich of the four he had 
brought along. He ate part of it, 
but: it didn’t taste right. He threw 
it and the remaining sandwiches 
away, but it was too late. 

He arrived at Vicksburg at 1:15 
in the afternoon, four hours late 
and with a touch of ptomaine 
from the sandwich.

played the heart queen from A-Q 
blank! The result of this far- 
seeing coup was as follows. 

Since East’s play had been 
made without revealing hesita- 
tion, South could not afford to 
duck; he took the trick with the 
king and led the diamond king. 
Just as East had hoped, West not 
only had a diamond stopper but 
he properly held it up—declarer’s 
king might be a singleton. When 
South produced the second dia- 
mond, however, West went in 
with his ace—and, as per plan, 
East discarded his heart acel 
West could then run off five 
heart tricks.
